The tegular meeting of the City 
Council was held Monday night in 
the Council Chambers. Mayor Colli- 
son was in the chair and Aldermen 
Broughton, Johns, Snell and Howlett 
and Commissioner Stephenson were 
present, ‘: 


CORRESPONDDINCE 


R. B. Owens, Provincial Sanitary 
Engineer, wrote acknowledging  re- 
ceipt of three copies of the agreement 
dealing with the Sith Street sewer. 
He promised that the mutter would 
be taken up at once by the Govern- 
ment and action taken. 

The Deputy Minister of Municipal 
Affairs wrote asking for a return 
from the City of certain information 
needed ‘by him. The Commissioner 
had replied. 

Mayor Hardie, of Lethbridge, wrote 
in connection with school pioblems 
as faced by the city councils. The 
Commissioner had replied at the re- 
quest of the Mayor, suggesting a 
delegation of representative members 
of the various city councils to the 
meeting of the school trustees. Mayur 
Hardie’s first suggestion had been a 
conference of the councils and school 
boandjs in the cities. His reply to thy 
Commissioner’s letter stated that he 
had found all the school boards unit- 
ed against further cuts in their expen- 
ditures and the councils divided, and 
he had decided that nothing could be 
done at this time. The correspon4- 
ence wias filed. ' 

In the same connection, Mayor 
Montgomery, of Wetaskiwin, wrote, 
sending a copy of his letter to the 
premier. He suggested that the board 
estimiates be set each year at a joint 
meeting of the boards and councils. 
This had been done at Wetaskiwin, 
and had worked out well. 

Mayor Hardie, of Lethbridge, drew 
attention to the proposed division of 
the Tiquor act profits by the govern- 
ment on a basis of equalized assess- 
ment. The proposed system would 
give Red Deer about $200 on each 
million dollars of revenue, while Maun- 
{cipal Districts like Pine Lake and 
Golden West would get three or four 
times as much. 

Kenneth Bowman, C.A., wrote ask- 
ing for the position of auditor on the 
same tenms as last year. The matiter 
was later dealt with by by-law. 

Payne & Graham, city solicitors, 
wrote advising that the City could 
collect from the Hudson & Essex 
Sales Co. The Commissioner report- 
ed that he had taken the matter up 
with that organization and that the 
license fee of $50.00 as set by the 
city by-laws had been paid. 

Father Voisin, of the separate 
school, advised that the demand 
would be $700.00 for the coming year. 

The Board of Public Utilities sent 
the final orders in connection with the 
cancellation of Riverview. The City 
have taken a transfer from BE. Her- 
mlary of the lots owned by him in 
that subdivision, have registered an 
eazement in favor of the Roman Cath- 
olic cemetery over the land and have 
resold the whole parcel to Hermary 
subject to that easement. The City 
and the Municipal District of Golden 
West will divide the money received 
between them pro rata as taxes are 
owing to them, on the lana. 

The Board of Public Utilities wrote 
re. Depot Addition, a subdivision 
being cancelled by the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Pine Lake. The Commission- 
er liad replied giving all the informa- 
tion he hlad, and pointing out that the 
City of Red Deer levied nothing but 
school taxes on this addition. He did 
not understand how people had lost 
Jand in the subdivision, as many of 
them had kept school taxes paid up, 
but in any event the matter was in 
the hands of the District. 

In connection with the cancellation 
of South Mount Royal, the Board 
wrote that as these proceedings had 
been commenced under the old act 
and the new act had altered the pro- 
cedure, the work would nearly all 
have to be done again. The whole 
mat'ter was left in the hands of the 
Commissioner. : 

Chas. Thompson applied to rent the 
Tot on the corner of Victoria Ave. and 
Kinesmill Ave. for two years. The 
commissioners will report at the next 
meeting. 

Mrs. H. H. Giaetz wrote protesting 
against taxation of the building used 
as a court house. The Commissioner 
pointed out that while previously 
there was some doubt in the matter, 
there was now no doubt but what the 
City was entitled to tax any proper- 
ties occupied, but not owned, by the 
Provincial Government. 

Lott & Co., of Calgary, wrote on be- 
half of a olient tasking if there was 
any sale for lots in Block 71. The 
client is in France. The city owns all 
the block in question with the excep- 
tion of the two lots asked ‘after and 
the Commissioner replied suggestiug 
that an exchange be made of two lots 
on water and sewer this side of the 
track for the tavo in Block 71, near the 
old creamery. If the exchiange is 
made the city will then cancel ithe 
subdivision. 

The Fire Chief's report showed no 
fires or alarms. Regular practicas 
and testing of alarms had been held. 
He pressed the need for the new 500 
feet of fire hose. Council authorized 
the purchase of the required hose. 

The report of the Department of 
Pubic Works showed a considerable 
amount of work done. A large amount 
of material was on hand from the old 
Great West hotel. 

Atterithe reading ‘of 'the department 
report for police and health, consider- 


able discussion took place over the 
reports current that beer was ‘being 
openly sold in the Alberta Hotel, 


while other places, with the exception 
of the G.W.V.A. canteen, were not al- 
Towed to do tthe same. It was freely 
stated by travellens and others that 
this was the case. Oounoil felt that 
it was a matter that the Chief should

he was called on the phone. On his 
arrival the matter was further  dis- 
cussed. Council mentioned the fact 
that real beer had been openly sold at 
the Stampede, of which Chief Streat- 
field and Detective Holmes of the A. 
P.P. were the committee in charge. 
Beer was still sold at times in the G. 
W.V.A. canteen, but it was not a pub- 
lic place like the Albert'a Hlotel. It 
beer was sold in the hotel, it was the 
duty of the Chief to know it and stop 
ft. The Chief ex,.ained that several 
times during the past year the ‘hotel 
had been searched for beer without 
success. He hid taken part in several 
searches; Detective Holmes had help- 
ed at times and the Alberta liquor 
squad had also searched. The Coun- 
cil instructed the Chief to have an- 
other search made Tuesday morning. 
The Council expressed satisfaction 
at the explanation given by the Chief. 
\By-laws 
By-law 590 was given three readings 
and passed, appointing Kenneth Bow- 
man, C.A., auditor for the year at a 
salary of $360.00, payable quarterly. 
By-law 591 was passed. It gave 
the Mayor and Secretary authority to 
‘sign a transfer of lots 38-39, Block N, 
Brookside, in favor of Charles E. Mc- 
Arthur, Capetown, on payment of 
$254.34. These were the arrears of 
taxes owing tio the city on the lots. 
By-law 589, to amend the boxing and 
wrestling seations of the license by- 
law, was laid over, as its sponsor, 
Alderman Galbraith, was away. The 
Aldermen present were opposed to 
throwing the town open for profes- 
sional men in these Hnes of sponts.

The Commissioners brought in a de- 
tailed repont of the estimates for 1924. 
The city net assessment is $1,515, 
$35.00, and the Public ‘School net 
assessment $1,876,850.00. 


Estimrated general expenditures are 
$35,117.00 and receipts $21,285.00, 
leaving to be raised by levy $18,- 


832.00. $21,396.07 must be raised by 
levy to meet, debenture principal and 
interest. The Public School demand 
1s $33,455.889. Other Nabilities due in 
1924 are $11.400.00 bank loan from 
1923, $10,000.00 Treasury Bill princi- 
pal, Series A.1, $6,320.00 Treasury Bill 
interest and $1/221.98 shortage in Ser- 
jes A.2 sinking lfund. Municipal 
Hospital and Separate School de- 
mands raise the total another 
$4,875.00. 

Payments on arrears of taxes, liquid 
assets on hand in the shape of money 
in savings, money coming from hospi- 
tal debentures, etc., shoulr be suffi- 
cient to meet liabilities other than 
the general, debentures, school and 
hospital needs.

Ottawa, February 12.—Prince and 
Princess Erik of Denmark left Obtta- 
wa las night for Montreal, Quebec 
City and New York, en route to Eur- 
ope. They begin their honeymoon 
following their wedding yesterday in 
All Saints’ Anghican church. Princess 
Brik is the grand-daughter of ‘the 
veteran lumberman, J. R. Booth, and 
the bridegroom is the cousin of King 
George of Britain. Yesterday's wed- 
ding is the first) in which a Canadian 
dommoner bedame a member of a 
royal family. The wedding was made 
the ocoaston for an unusual display of 
official and social recognition, and 
the event stirred Ottawa as no social 
happening has done in years. The 
customary Monday meeting of tthe 
cabinet was postponed to permit of 
the prime minister and other mem- 
bers of the cabinet attending. 

The prince and princess will em- 
bark for Burope on the Berengaria 
February 16. They will proceed first 
to Christania, where they will be 
guests of the king of Denmark. From 
there they will visit London and the 
British royal family. Later they will 
spend some time in Alberta where the 
bridegroom has a ranch.

ALFRED SPEAKMAN, NP, 
ADDRESSES MEETING 


Deals With ‘Vancouver jHarbor, Freight 
JRates iand Other Matters. ? 


4 v 
Alfred Speakman, M.P., delivered a 
most interesting address at the meet- 
ing last Thursday night under the aus- 
pices of the U.F.A. 

He dealt chiefly with the recent 
visit to Vancouver of the ‘western 
members of the Senate and the House 
of Commons. The visit was in con- 
nection with harbor development at 
the Coast, grain and other rates and 
harbor dues. 

The chief difficulty, said the speak- 
er, was in altering the point of view 
‘of the people of the’ Coast, and more 
especially, of course, of the harbor 
board and commissioners. At pres- 
ent they looked at mattersfrom their 
own side only, whereas they must be 
taught or forced to look at them from 
the point of view of the Alberta far- 
mers, whose money will pay for ‘and 
support the harbor. They must stop 
thinking of “Our hanbor” and consider 
themselves rather as the trustees in 
charge of a harbor belonging to ‘the 
western provinces. 

The first evening he ‘was in Van- 
couver seven real estate agents tried 
to interest our member in elcvator 
sites. All of ‘them were in utterly 
abzurd parts of the city. 

Fortunately, everyone dropped dif- 
ferences of politics and approached 
the coast people as one body—a body 
of westterners. Only in that way could 
anything be gained. No coast mem- 
ber could afford to offend the wielders 
of 40 votes in the house. 

I think, continued"the speaker, that 
we got a good deal. One of our sug- 
gestions that is to ‘be carried out is a 
conference of all parties interested in 
the development of Vancouver harbor 
—a conference that will include pro- 
ducers from the prairies, members of 
the harbor board, shipowners, and 
railroads. This conference should be 
of great value. 

We insisted that while perhaps pub- 
lic ownership of the utilities in the 
Port was only desirable, public con- 
trol was essential. 

We insisted that the location of the 
storage or loading elevators was'most 
important. If possible the location 
should give equal advantages to all 
railroads. At present the C.P-R. can 
prevent the gnain over the National 
lines from moving. The present site 
is not good—there is not ‘sufficient 
yardage. For the great future de- 
velopment North Vancouver and the 
Fraser river appear to be the logical 
points. There was not any shortage 
of bottoms in which to remove ‘the 
grain. 43 ships were in harbor wait- 
ling to Toad, and one at least of them 
had been waiting for 29 days. 

Fraser river looks to have the great- 
est possibilities. Port Mann on thiat 
river is ‘the present terminus of the 
C.N.R. From that point cars have to 
ibe switched over ‘three lines to reach 
Vancouver and take as long to get 
there as they do to go from Edmonton 
to Port Mann. 

‘After the official programme was 
over, Mr. Speakman went on a still 
hunt for information on different 
questions. One question was why this 
year no premiums were being paid 
for grain shipped west. The explan- 
ation was that the large elevator 
companies of Alberta had stepped in 
early and obtained permits sufficient 
to keep the elevator clogged. Its 
rapacity is only two million bushels. 
No farmer had a chance to get per- 
nits. Tt was the strongest points in 
favor of the pool that he had heard 
“aid the speaker. The pool cannot 
change world markets, but dominate 
Vancouver harbor, and it would mean 
about 4c a bushel on wheat. 

He took up the question of harbor 
rates with the board, and was: satis- 
fied that they ‘were only fair. Out of 
$600,000 revenue, only $12,000 came 
from grain, and the rate on grain was 
much less than the 15¢c per ton rate 
on other commodities. 

The cost of grain inspection at the 
Coast might well be reduced, said Mr. 
Speakman. The high cost of trim- 
ming was explained by the different 
types of vessels used to those at Ft. 
William. 

While at the Coast he had talked to 
four men in the trade who said that 
grading wheat was the ‘one thing 
they didn’t know anything else but. 
He had handed each one of them a 
small sample of the wheat with 
‘which Major Strange Wad won tthe 
world’s championship. The four men 


had given four different opinions and }- 


even different grades. 

In connection with the freight rates, 
the speaker stated that while he was 
there a ship was unloading a cargo 
from Montreal. It consisted of a 
great variety of things and ‘was 
brought via the Panama Canal. The 
eokt was 5O0c per hundred pounds as 
against a cost of $1.70 if it had been 
brought by rail. The interesting 
thing about it was that it established 
a competitive water rate from Mon- 
treal to B.C. and should = cause ‘the 
roads to drop rates if they wished to 
remain logtical. 

A hearty vote of thanks was __ten- 
dered the speaker on motion of R. L. 
Gactz. Mr. Speakman siated it «was 
the last opportunity he would have of 
speaking here before the session.

CHILBLAINS 


This is a very paimful condition of 
the skin—usually the skin ‘of the 
fingers and toes, nose, or eans—caused 
by cold and dampness. It is more 
severe than ordinary chapping, but 
less serfous than frostbite. It is 
more common in England and_ the 
northern countries of Europe than it 
is in the United States, but it is by no 
means uncommon in some parts ‘of 
our country, espeaially where a con- 
siderable degree of cold is combined 
with much dampness of the air. The 
condition {s favored by Hving in cold 
rooms and by exposing the hands to 
the heat of an open fire. It occurs 
most frequently in those who are 
poorly nourished and in persons with 
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sluggish circulation, 
hands and feet. 

The affected parts turn bluish and 
shiny. Often they are swollen, and 
when exposed to heat they itch and 
burn intolerably, in fact the itching is 
often the most disagreeable symptom. 
After a time blisters containfng a 
yellowish fluid form and cause much 
pain; they soon break, discharging 
their sticky contents, and then persist 
as painful ulcers. These form most 
commonly on ‘the outer side of the 
feet and the little toes, on the corres- 
ponding portions of the hands, and 
quite often on the ears. They do not 
show much tendency to heal and, if 
untreated, persist until mild weather 
appears. 

Persons, usually children, who suf- 
fer from chilblains every winter 
should have a nourishing diet con- 
taining an abundance of fat. They 
should try to improve their circulation 
by cold or cool bathing in water to 
which sea-salt has been added, and by 
abundant exercise. They should wear 
woolen stockings, woolen gloves, and 

;roomy shoes. When the ground is wet 
or covered with snow, they ought to 
put on water-proof overshoes. If 
woolen stockings or gloves irritate the 
skin, wear them over others of thin 
silk. Mopping the unbroken skin with 
spirit of camphor, boric acid solution, 
or compound tincture of benzoin is 
useful, and if ulcers have formed dress 
them with oxide of zinc or balsam 
of Peru ointment, or with equal 
parts of ichthyol and lanolin. Some- 
times painting the parts once or 
twice with tincture of iodine, before 
ulceration has taken place, gives re- 
lief to the pain and ftching. Tt is a 
waste of time to say don’t scratch— 
ut still, don't scratch.

THE LIQUOR BILL—A MISAPPRE. 
HENSION AND CORRECTION 


Tn our comment of last week on the 
new Liquor Bill of the Alberta Gov- 
ernment we rather think ‘that we were 
not wholly accurate in regard to one 
feature of the will. This is the local 
option provision. From the informa- 
tion we at first received we were led 
to believe that the proposal was that 
if any district voted against liquor 
under the local option provision, then 
none was to be allowed to come into 
the district. We considered this a 
mistake, ‘and we still consider that it 
would be a mistake. However, we 
believe that this is not the real mean- 
ing of the provision in the Dill. All 
that is intended is that any district 
may vote for or agiainst having a 
licensed place where public drinking 
of beer and light wines shall be allow- 
ed. Even if the vote goes against 
having such a place, those who want 
to get liquor can do so by mail from 
the nearest place where it is sold, or 
can go there and bring it back with 
them. This is quite a different pro- 
vision from what we thought it was, 
and in our opinion it is much less open 


4o objection than if it had been as we 
at first intenpreted it. We regret that 
we may have caused any misunder- 
Standing as tc this matter in the 
minds of our readers, espedially as 
the Government has obviously tried to 
bring in a fair and practicable bill in 
accordance with the recent referen- 
dum in spite of the openly expressed 
opinion of many members of , the 
Cabinet in favour of absolute prohibi. 
tion.

MR. SPEAKMAN 
AND THE VANCOUVER 
t HARBOUR QUESTION 


At his meeting in Red Deer on 
Thursday last, Mr. Speakman, M. P., 
gave an account of the negotiations 
and investigations regarding Van- 
couver harbour, which was of great 
interest to the general public of Al- 
berta and Western Canada. 

Mr. Speakman showed that the 
present elevator facilities at  Van- 
couver are wholly inadequate tto deal 
with anything like the volume of 
grain which might easily be handled 
by the Western route. Apparently 
only about four million bushels can 
be ‘accommodated in the elevators, 
with the result that a few large grain 
companies can and do bespeak all the 
accommodation and thereby prevent 
individual farmers from getting car- 
loads sold at Vancouver. Mr. Speak- 
Man suggested that the obvious rem- 
edy for this state of things lies with 
the Alberta wheat pool, who must 
build their own elevators at  Van- 
couver. The question of sites ‘for 
new elevators seems to need careful 
consideration, since the Vancouver 
real estate agents are evidently very 
much on the alert to dispose of 
sites for such elevators sometimes 
in quite unsuitable places. 

The present terminus of the Na- 
tional Railways is at Port Mann, 
where there are no elevator facilities. 
To take a car of wheat the few miles 
from Port Mann to Vancouver actu-| 
ally costs as much as to take it from! 
Edmonton to Port Mann, en extra- 
ordinary and intolerable state of af- 
fairs, the remedy for which lies cer- 
talnly in the building of  clevator 
accommodation at Port) Mann or 
North Vancouver, to which railway ex- 
tension can be got fairly easily. 

Mr. Speakman explained the _ pro- 
posed rai-ing of the harbour dues on 
grain as being quite reasonable and 
not enoush to rai-e the marketing 
cost appreciably. 
posed rise in these dues 
occupy a favoured position s°:

Vancouver. He also explained the 
much greater cost of ‘loading at 
Vancouver as against loading at the 
Great Lakes. This is due to the con- 
struction of the grain ships on the 
Lakes which can be loaded at a speed 
and with a paucity of labour which is 
not possible in the case of the ocean 
going ships at Vancouver. 

At present trackage to the loading 
berths in Vancouver harbour is_ en- 
tirely in the hands of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company. These 
berths are wholly insufficient for the 
shipping. One steamer Mr. Speakman 
saw had been lying in the harbour for 
29 days waiting for a chance to load 
grain, and had not been able to do so 
owing to lack of loading facilities. 
Mr. Speakman told of his discussion 
with one official of the (Canadian Pa- 
cific, who was disposed to resent as 
an injustice any attempt to divert 
traffic from the heavily graded C. P. 
R. route to the lightly graded Nation- 
al Railways route. Mr. Speakman 
very pertinently pointed out to him 
that because the C.P.R. chose a 
route through the mountains which is 
magnificent in scenery but precipitous 
in grades, it was somewhat ridiculous 
of that company to expect the whole 
farming community of the West to 
suffer indefinftely from ‘crippling 
freight rates rather than use another 
and better graded route. , 

It was further pointed out that mer- 
chandise can be sent by sea from 
Montreal to Vancouver via the 
Panama Canal at much cheaper rates 
than by rail between the same points, 
and that this fact might well be used 
as an argument for obtaining for the 
West the competitive freight rates 
which prevail in Wastern Canada, 
where the railways have to face the 
competition of water carriage. 

The whole speech was a _ business- 
like, practical account of a_ vitally 
important business problem. One ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory point mention- 
ed by Mr. Speakman was thit all the 
representatives of the Prairie Prov- 
inces who went to Vancouver, Sen- 
ators and members of the House 
alike, entirely sank party considera- 
tions, and approached the question as 
a united ibody intent on securing one 
thing only—the general interest of 
those whom they represented. This 
is ‘wholly as it should be, and we 
trust that the example may be ex- 
tended in other directions to the gen- 
eral benefit of the country as a whole, 
and the enhancing of the reputation 
of its political representatives.

THE LATE PRESSIDENT WILSON 


There was something very sad about 
the closing years of President Wil- 
son’s life. From being a national 
hero and the enormously influential 
representative of his country in 
Europe and the world, he had sunk 
into a discredited and powerless pri- 
vate individual, and with the loss of 
power had come also loss of health, 
‘so that he could not even defend him- 
‘self against his detractors. The 
pathos of such an ending, and the 


‘honourable tradition that of the dead 


nothing but good shall be said, have 
combined to call fonth from all over 
the world tributes of regret for his 
death and testimony to the high qual- 
ities in his personal character. It is 
not the time for criticsim of the man. 
Appraisal of his policy is in a some- 
what different category. 

Undoubtedly he had to face one of 
the most difficult situations that any 
American leader has had ‘to deal 
with. Washington's task in the days 
of the American Revolution, that of 


Lincoln in the Civil War, were hardly | ed 


if any more critical, and they certain- 
ly were on a much smaller scale. 
When the Great War broke out in 
1914, large sections of tthe people of 
the United States were ‘indifferent 
either to the fssues or the result of 
the war, others thought only of their 
material advantages, others, including 
the Irish and German elements, were 
definitely and bitterly anti-British and 
anti-Ally, and they were powerful and 
loudly vocal elements. The tradition- 
al enemy of the United States was 
Great Britain, and no one else, and in

was no doubt that neutrality was the 
popular policy in the States, and a

ALBERTA BUTTERFLIES 


Interesting Paper on the Butterflies of 
Central Alberta, at the Monthly 
Meeting of the Alberta Natural 
History Society. 


As might be expected in a province 
which has deservedly received the 
nickname of “Sunny”, Alberta has its 
full share of winged beauty in the form 
of butterflies. Some of these received 
very interesting treatment on Wednes- 
day evening, January 30, at the hands 
of Mr. G. C. S. Crosby, one of the most 
enthusiastic members of the Society. 
Those present at the meeting included 
President C. H. Snell, in the chair; 
Mrs. Pamely, secretary; Mr. W. A. 
Cassels, Mr. and Mrs. J. McMillan, Mr. 
W. F. Harris, Mr. Edgar Wood, Master 
Sydney Snell, and Master Dwight 
Strong. Preliminary business, con- 
sisting mainly of routine correspon- 
dence, was quickly disposed of. 

The speaker opened by disclaiming 
any desire or ability to deliver a 
“learned” paper, -saying that any 
treatise that aimed at being exhaustive 
would “take about two weeks to de- 
liver.” He hoped, he said, to give a 
brief description of some of the com- 
moner species, such as would assist 
anybody to roughly identify any but- 
terfiles they came across. : 

Influence of Climate 

We had, said Mr. Crosby, in this dis- 
trict, one of the finest collecting 
grounds in Canada. Butterflies and 
moths varied directly as the plants 


varied. Plant variation was caused 
chiefly by soil and altitude. Our 
Lepidoptera were roughly in_ three 


Sroups: (a) Prairie—treeless, glacial 
or sandy country of comparatively low 
altitude; (b) bush, country similar to 
that around Red Deer; (c) mountain— 
alpine vegetation and high altitude. 

In the Red Deer district were found 
specimens of all three groups, which 
overlap to a certain extent, with (b) 
predominating. The muskegs, s0 
plentiful west of us, were full of rare 
species whose habitat was the high 
mountains. 

At this point the speaker made a 
:ittle digression to describe the origin 
of the two types of muskeg—the old, 
caused by glacial action, and the new, 
which were old river-beds. 

Eastern and Western Types 

Western butterflies, said the speaker, 
Senerally had their prototypes in the 
east, which, unfortunately, were often 
confused. Although obviously from 
the same common origin, they had 
been ‘differentiated by climate, altitude 
and food, enough to constitute new 
species. Eastern textbooks, he said, 
were practically useless in the identi- 
fication of western species, and he de- 


-plored their use in our schools or col- 


leges. Some of the members of the 
Society were working towards a type 
collection of Alberta insects, and when 
it was formed we might hope for a re- 
Mable textbook on the western Lepi- 
doptera. 
Swallowtails 
From this point the lecture consisted 
chiefly of a visual demonstration of 
the various species, the speaker hav- 
ing with him two beautiful cases full 
of mounted specimens. The Papilion- 
idae, or Swallowtails, were dealt with 
first, reference belng made to the 
defensive scent organs, possessed 
by the caterpillars, which puts them 
in a class with the skunk. 
Danaiidae 
This family has only one representa- 
tive in this district, the Monarch. This 
insect is remarkable for three things: 
its tendency to travel all over the 
world, the fact of its foremost pair of 
legs being atrophied, so that appar- 
ently it has only two pairs, and its 
extremely bitter taste. This last 
peculiarity gives rise to a fine example 
of protective coloring. The Monarch, 
although highly colored and conspicu- 
ous, is left alone by birds, as unpala- 
table. Some other butterflies, quite 
unrelated, have imitated its appear- 
ance and anjoy a similar immunity. 
Other Families 
The Satyridae, dark colored and of 
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which the larvae are of. nocturnal 
habit; the Coenonymphaé, or “ring- 
lets,” of which we had only one, tho 
C. Inornata; Oeneis, or Alpines, and 
the Erebias-; each received attention. 
Mr. Crosby told of one member of the 
Society who received an offer of 50 
cents a specimen for Erebia Discor- 
dalis, very rare in the applicant’s 
neighborhood. He forthwith went out 
and caught fifty In an hour and set 
them on. No further requests were re- 
ceived. 
Fritillaries 


The next sub-family dealt with was 
the Nymphalidae, The Fritillaries, 
one genus, was represented by numer- 
ous specimens. These butterflies, with 
their beautiful spotted appearance, are 
differentiated chiefly by the silver 
spots on the under-wing. The species 
are very numerous. These also have 
the first pair of legs atrophied. 

Anglewings, or Polygonia; Aglais 
and Vanessa, hibernating species; 
White Admiral; Lycaenidae; Blues, 
Coppers, Hairstreaks, and Skippers, 
all came in for rapid review, speci- 
mens of nearly all of them being 
shown. 

A very hearty vote of thanks was 
tendered to Mr. Crosby for his fascin- 
ating and graphic lecture, which was 
followed throughout with close atten- 
tion und interest. In the course of the 
lecture, numerous questions were ask- 
ed and promptly und fully answered.
